NASHVItLE  (BP)  -  iipn  than 
three^iuarten  of  Americans  ad- 
mtOed  in  a  recent  LifeWay  Re- 
aeaieh  poA  that  they  don’t  tj^ical- 
ty  obaerve  Lent,  a  tradhionm  tboe 
of  preparation  for  the  observation 
of  Banter  that  began  this  year  on 
March  i  tai^aia  during  the  ap- 
proaddng  Hoiy  Week. 

UnBke  other  Chiiadan  tradi¬ 
tions  Bice  Chnstmas,  Lent  aeenta  to 
lack  croaaover  anxml  to  the  gen¬ 
et^  public,  said  Scott  McConnell, 
esecutive  oireetor  of  LifeWw  B** 
aearch,  an  arm  of  LifcWw  Chris¬ 
tian  Resoorcet  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convendon  in  Nashville. 

Lent  has  remained  a  mostK 
religfous  event,  McConnell  sai^ 
rather  than  one  that  appeals  to  tha 
broader  public  as  does  Christmas. 
He  suspects  that's  because  Lent  fo¬ 
cuses  on  giving  things  up  in  order 
to  gain  spiritual  benefits  in  prepa- 
radon  for  Easter.  There's  no  social 
benefit  to  Lent,  like  giving  gifts  or 
getting  together  with  family. 

It's  a  rmigious  tradition  that  re¬ 
mains  focused  on  petaonal  devo- 
doa,  Mcffonnell  explained.
